He insisted eg skiing her before she i^eets with C* at 
15.00 hrs* Recording to Oryahka .Subject sounded quite differently than 
before, he seemed to be rather ferrous, agitated, fijr'nd upset. 

She promised to meet him in an ^oar or so at the apartment of her femals 
Israeli friend in East 52nd Stjreet/ and 2nd Avenuy/* 

2. At the meeting Subject seemed to be vj>ry nervous. la told 
Oryshka that he haft spoken wi^h C. and was very dissatisfied with the 
talk. Cj had vednua pretentions and demands any* it was obvious he was 
Lebed* f man. How could Oryshlpa assure him thay it was aH right for him 
to meet with C* when she kne?r vory well who h^ was. Lid she not ivnow 
that Lebed wae connected with Americans, with the CIA , and C* was just 
set up by him. Finally did she not know thqt Lebed shed much blood in the 
Ukraine . Subject al/rfmost sjhouted and wanted to know why she wms meeting 
witty C. at 15.00 hrs, " juat now when I am j here". Oryshka was very 
indignant about Sub ject ' s , behaviour and tola him to calm down* She 

dity not know anything about Lebed , Amerioyns , and all the rest and 
she could not care less. Moreover^ she dity not want to be involved 
|n to anything of that kind. She knew C. qs a good friend and she could 
only repeat what she hqd said before* 
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Subjec excused himself and explained that he w*s so upset because of 
the death of HUTiALp'o wife. He juat Received the news. HVTSALQS liire 
ia the name building with BkACHSand they wore friends. She Xeft two 
children, one girl only several (maths old. 

Still Subject wanted to know what sbe bad to do with l>ebed« 
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The xstter know shout their ( orjrshka* s sad SubjecM)ronpace ha loscow 
and toXd aXX that to Hexane Aalsiifeevyeh. The latter went with it to 
Subject's wife s^d toXd derail about it too. Censeq neatly Subject had 
much trouble wit^h his wife. 

0rysh^li 6 ?^* d that she never a»t Mr Lebed sad jjU.d not know jfkes 
whst he was li^te , so would he (,lubject) atop talking nonsense. 

H Thea who la stadias you to ae jf" - Subject asked. "Cjjo to hell"- was 
Oryohka's reply. Subject calmed down sad wsated to ^cnow again whether 
Americans were interested ia him* He ashed whether spy Americana asked 
about him pad what they though^ about him. Oryshkp suggested he asked 
then himself. 

At one some at he bogus to complain that people seem to have 
little understaadia g for what he wae doing. He wag at odds with 
SVHLYCH1JX, not to talk about KO&T&UtO mad B2IUB|. All that warn nonsense. 
Subject poap&red himself with a sabs when a car ie smashed it can't go 
aaywhsrg. But if it mods .in view turns, pamoed a Jews breaks, still it can 
drive (tyid it can reach its destination. 30 is he. He ia no good for 
the rofe of a hero but thio was not the point. The crux of the matter 
was that only by bis method he could achieve what he wanted.

"Nothing • wee her reply - he was just somewhat surprised 
you were dissatisfied and ask Be to Coats y hie greetings"* 

Subject seemed hot to believe what Oryebjca said and wanted to know 
what exactly C* said* Then he wanted to know whether C* told her 
anything about Subject's con^ jaatj.on with bin* Again , he seemed not 
to believe her when she toldytjnMt she knew nothing about itp 
he wanted to know whether C, ashed her to pnt any questions to Jkln» 
Shortly after that he left. 

4. On 16 Dec lf66 ,on Subject's invitation, Oryshka went to 
Lenox Challet at 2nd Street, 1 lf«Y # C* to the good-by p^rty given by 
Subject and his friehd* She arrived there around 21*00 hr a. She brought 
with her several English books* Subject asked whether she brought hits 
Ukrainian Encyclopedia and the books from C* Oryshka explained 
that she was tryir^g to get Encyclopedia but could not get it baeause 
it wan too costly* She talked about it also* with C* The lmtcdr 
asked^to get one for Subject and promised to do what he cquld on his 
own but Oryshka simply had no time to take care of it. 

As to the books promised by 0., so the latter told her on the^ phone 
that he bald Subject he will get them from Rosa. 

( N.B* On 16 Dec 1966 in the morning Subject phoned Oryshka an<^ 
told her to get him somq books. Encyclopedia, and asked to cose to the 
good - by party* On that occasion he told her that he had seen together 
with PAVLYCHKO , C. and "actually all has been starighbbaed out''^ 
Subject was happy he met irith On again, ajad had no grudge against 
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him any longer. He also tqld Oryshka that she was to get « 

some books for him from C, Incidentally , C. told Subject at Stathiv's 
house that he will send iim the books through Ross and not Oryehka 

whose name was not mentioned at all)* 



Subject seemed to be somewhat unhappy about the Encyclopedia 
and said something to the effect that now he could keep it if he had one# 
iie told Oryshka that he spoke again with C# and " more or less all was 
straightened out”. So he had no pretensions to her either. It was very 
good he met with C t ap;ain. He did hot elaborate why. Om the whole Subject 
seemed to be tired and drunk# Introducing Oryshka to someone , he said that 
she was an artist too, but ,! not ohly an artist, isn*t true , Oryshka? 

You don't deny it, do you?" His implication was that she had also 
something else to do beside her painting# Something to the same 
effect he said twice more on other occasion , and Oryshka decided to 
get rid of his company explaining to him that he was talking nonsense# 

In a short encounter with PAVLYCHKO , the latter stressed two or 
three times that "we would have to talk very much together " and he 
would like to talk with her sincerely. He had many questions to ask her, 
but never came to it#
